‘ood, K.C., the fifth Home Bank di- 
rector to be charged under the Bank 
Act. He is charged with concurring 
wilfully or negligently in ‘the alleged 
fajse or deceptive annual statement 
of the bank for the year 1923-—ns 
were the other directors—and also 
with having stgned a’ monthly return 
of March 17, 1923, alleged to have 
been false or deceptive, 

It was brought out In the cross-ex- 
amination of Mr. Roberts that it was 
far from unusual for the deposits of 
banks to increase substantially at the 
end of their financial year. 

Certified Statement 

The chief accountant, in cross-ex- 
amination, aftirmed that the monthly 
statement which had been signed by 
Mr. Wood in March, 1923, owing to 
the absence of the president of the 
bank, had previously been certified 
to by the signature not only of the 
witness but by the general manager 
of the bank as well. The annual 
statement of the bank, before hav'ng 
been submitted to the directors, lad 
also been certified to in the same 
manner. Both these statements, the 
witneas affirmed, were absolutely in 
accordance with the books of the 
bank. The 1923 statement had been 
examined and signed by J. Cooper 
Mason, the general manager, just as 
had been the cuse with the 1922 an- 
nual statement.

Subway Strikers Refuse 40 
Cent Rate as Suggested by 
Minister of Railways. 


IGNORE TEAMSTERS 


Men Willing to Go to Work at 
45 Cents Per Hour Without 
Back Pay. 


A. Blatchford and Carl 
the 10lst Street subway 
laborers’ organization, received the 
foliowing message from the Hon. 
George FP. Graham, minister of rall- 
ways, yesterday: 

“Fair wage officer Harrison recom- 
mends 40 cents an hour as the scale 
for laborers, in which I concur. Har- 
rison expects to visit Edmonton in a 
few days.. Th» rate mentioned is to 
be effective from today.” 

Strikers, at a meetinggesiicd last 
night to discuss the subject of the 
telegram, unanimously decided to re- 
ject the settlement suggested and to 
stand by their criginal demand of 45 
cents an hour, which the men claim 
is due to them. 

The men's representatives potat out 
titat they agreed to accepi & 46-cent 
rate under protest, but they had 
mtention of foregoing back pay if 
this schedule was introduced. They 
contend that a 45-cent rate was just, 
in view of the fact that wages were 
higher tn the fall when work started 
than they are now, and if 40 cents 
an hour is pronounced to be the pre- 
vailing rate at present thie sum «at 
least should have been paid to them 
when eperat'ons ¢ommenced, 

ISven if the suggestion was accept- 
able to them, the men declared last 
night that they could not go back to 
work on that basis, as no mention 
had been made in the telegram to 
teamsters or carpenters, It was point- 
ed out that as teamsters are now 
receiving 55 cents an hour, the sum 
of 35 cents an hour would be the 
allottment for teams, which the men 
declare cannot be considered. 

The strikers have wired to Mr, 
Graham pointing out rmmese conten- 
tions, and matters will be at a stand- 
still pending a further communication 
from the Minister of Railways.

DIXON CRAIG SPEAKS TO 


Dixon Craigs was the speaker 
the members’ meeting of the Phil- 
osophical Society held in the 
bullding yesterday afternoon. 
Craig took as his subject, “Law Lib- 
erty and the Pursuit of Happiness.” 

Opening his address with a few 
humorous remarks, he made a sketch 


outline of the Philosophy of Law, 
work'ng from ihe idea that all men 
are born equally endowed with the 


privileges of life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. “This immediately 
arouses the question of men's rights 
and just what a r'ght is, for one iran 
in pursuing his rights may interfere 
with those of another,” he asid 

“The primary idea of law then 
1o obtain the rights of the 'ndividua’. 
This develops further along ecoa- 
omic Ines. Today, what are the 
rights of man?” 

Mr. Craig cited features of English 
law where law concerned 


property. 

“The question of duty here arises, 
for the fewer rights the fewer duties 
-—and the fewer duties the more I{b- 
erty, Today men have more rights 
and as a result more duties. Today 
the state regulates personal liberty, 
the welfare of children, health and 
education, ete. And what does I'b- 
erty mean? It means freedom from 
that which checks progress and self- 
expression, which impoverlshes and 
holds down, 

“Law has now to deal more large- 
ly with social rather than individnal 
rights. Ind’vidual Hberty has not dis- 
appeared but the attitude toward lib- 
erty is changing No man exists for 
himself alone, but for society as 2 
whole. The progress of the whole ta 
the main interest. Life, I'berty and 
the pursuit of happiness are still 
ours, but who knows the real mean- 
ing of the words?”

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CANADIANS NOT WANTED. 

The U.S. Secretary of Labor wants Congress 
to make the ‘‘quota’’ system applicable to Cana- 
dians, and, of course, to all other nationalities on 
this continent. It is very much to be hoped that 
the lawmakers will fall in with his proposal, Can- 
ada can use all the young men and women who 
grow up in this country, and can do better for 
most of them than the United States does for the 
great majority of Canadians who go there to 
reside. Much is heard about the minority of 
Canadians who rise to positions of prominence 
and wealth south of.the border. Little is heard 
about the multitude who never make more than a 
living, and who would probably achieve independ- 
ence if they stayed at home and applied them- 
nelves to the task of developing their own country. 
It is better to be a farmer in Canada than a fac- 
tory worker somewhere else: and if the young 
Canadian emigrants could foresee it that is what 
the choice amounts to in nine cases out of ten.

“GETTING RESULTS. 


Under the arrangement reached at Paris the 
United States will draw fifty-five million francs 
per year from the proceeds of the Dawes settle. 
ment plan as liquidation of the cost of maintain- 
ing the army of occupation. The Republic will 
also receive two and a quarter per cent of the 
proceeds in satisfaction of its claim for damages 
done to U.S. shipping and other interests by the 
enemy. ‘These allottments are to have priority, 
the Allies taking what is left and dividing accord- 
ing to schedule. 

The announcement of the arrangement makes 
plain the reason for the change of attitude on the 
part of the U.S. toward the question of a general 
settlement with Germany. It was not for nothing 
that the Government at Washington decided that 
the time had come to take a hand in the collect- 
ing business, and to ‘‘lend"’ Mr. Dawes to Europe. 
Germany owed the United States $600,000,000, 
und was not paying. Washington wanted the 
money and got tired waiting for the Allies to 
devise a scheme that would get it, or for Germany 
{o remit voluntarily. If the Dawes plan preduv 4 
anything worth while the U.S. will get paid, 
whether the Allies do or not. As a collector Wash- 
ington has the Supreme Council beaten to a 
‘‘frazzle.”’ ' 


SENATE AND. GOVERNMENT. 


Senator Griesbach says Premier King is look- 
ing for trouble with the Senate and may create a 
situation for which the only solution will be a 
general election. The faets are precisely to the 
contrary. A Senate in which Coonservative ap- 
pointees largely predominate has undertaken to 
block the will of the House of Commons repeated- 
ly, and to throw out measures which at successive 
sessions have been approved by the lower house. 
hat precedent cannot be allowed to go unchal- 
lenged without making the Senate the actual and 
practical governing authority. The idea of tho 
makers of Confederation was that the Senate 
should function as a ‘‘check and balanee’’ upon 
the House of Commons. The trouble at present is 
that the Senate wants to lock the brakes and stop 
the whole legislative machinery at pleasure of a 
majority which happens to be hostile to the Gov- 
ernment.of the day. 

The Premier has not proposed to abolish the 
Senate, for which there is a demand in some quar- 
ters. He has not undertaken to interfere with 
the exercise of its powers to a degree for which 
there is warrant. What he proposes is that if the 
Tlouse of Commons passes 2 bill three several 
times at three succeeding sessions, the upper cham. 
ber shall not have power to destroy it. That is a 
measure of restriction for which there is pre- 
cedent in the recent readjustment of the fune- 
tions of the House of Lords in Britain, and which 
does not threaten the security which the publie 
is supposed to gain, and does gain, from the exist- 
ence of the Senate. If the House of Commons 
passes a bill at two successive sessions and the 
Senate throws it out, public opinion can hardly 
fail to be aroused to a degree that will either 
demonstrate approval of the measure or compel 
the Governnient to appeal to the country. In 
either case the public interest will have been 
protected, in the way and to the degree that was 
contemplated in the creation of the Senate. Under 
the proposed readjustment the Senate will be able 
to force a genera! election or to stay proceedings 
until public opinion Has had a chance to otherwise 
declare itself. That is the limit to which an 
appointive legislative body can serve the public 
interests under a demoeratic system of govern. 
ment. 


ALBERTA AT OTTAWA. 


Hon. Charles Stewart has taken occasion to 
deny a rumor that he intended to retire from 
political life, and says he will contest one of the 
Alberta seats at the next general election. The 
announcement will not be satisfactory to the 
propagandists of the opposing party, w hose wish 
fathered the thought that the Minister would 
quit the political field. Tt will be approved by 
Liberals throughout the Provinee, and as well by 
those outside the Libera! ranks who are able to 
take an unprejudiced view of the matter. 

It is upon every consideration desirable that 
Alberta's representative in the Federal cabinet 
should sit for an Alberta constituency. That was 
made impossible for the time by the Progressive 
landslide three years ago. The people of the 
Province have been indebted to the fairness of 
Premier King and to the generosity of a Quebec 
constituency for the fact that an Alberta man wae 
included in the Government and enabled to quali- 
fy for the place by attaining election to the House 
of Commons. That arrangement, of course, could 
be only temporary, and it was to be supposed that 
ut the first opportunity Mr. Stewart would seek 
election in one of the Alberta ridings. 

It is publicly important that he should do 40,

and that he should be returned. A repetition of 
the refusal of Alberta electors to send Libera! 
members to Ottawa could hardly be construed by 
the Premier other than as a deliberate declaration 
that this Province does not care whether it has 
cabinet representation or not. Failure to offer 
nomination to Mr. Stewart, or to elect him, ‘would 
be an even plainer intimation that public senti- 
ment was hostile to the Government. 

In such circumstances the Premier would 
hardly be able to continue the present situation. 
A Government exists by reason of the support 
of members of Parliament favorable to its policy. 
The members of the Government are chosen from 
such members or must be acceptable tothem. If 
the King Governmnet had to depend after the 
next election upon the support of Liberals from 
other other provinces exclusively, it can only bo 
supposed that the provinces supporting the Gov- 
ernment would demand that the portfolios be dis- 
tributed among their representatives. Should 
Alberta voters reject a member of the Govern- 
ment that demand would be less resistible than 
otherwise. 

Politics being subject to the influence of 
human nature, it is desirable that when an elee- 
tion comes Alberta shall return a strong conting- 
ent ef Liberals tothe House of Commons, with the 
Minister of the Interior at their head. Unless 
that is done a reconstruction of the Government 
may be forced by the members from other prov- 
inces on the basis that those sections of the Dom- 
inion which elect opposition members do not wish 
cabinet representation and are not entitled to it. 


Tt is of rather more than ordinary importance 
to Alberta that the Liberal Gevernment should be 
continued in power, and that this Province should 
be represented both in the cabinet and in the 
ranks of the Ministerial supporters. The great 
issue of the election must be the tariff. The war 
introduced a new situation, by imposing a debt 
of more than two billion dollars upon the coun. 
try, and creating conditions which have not as 
yet been reduced to normal. The effect was to lend 
new interest to the question of whether the tariff 
shall be framed to encourage the development of 
certain selected industries or shall be framed wit¥ 
a view to produce revenue, lighten taxation, aud 
induce general activity. Alberta stands to gain 
little from a protective tariff, and much from a 
policy of moderate tariff. But the amount of con- 
sideration that will be given to Alberta’s interest 
in that issue depends largely upon who Alberta 
sends to Ottawa when polling day comes. 

Tf as a result of the election the King Govern. 
ment goes out, a Meighen Government will come 
in—and the tariff will go up. If the King Govern- 
ment is returned, but without support from AlI- 
berta the tariff policy will be fixed by the repre- 
sentatives of those sections of Canada where low 
tariff views are less strongly held. Had there 
been a strong delegation of Liberal members from 
the prairie provinces in the present parliament 
the Robb budget would have come down sooner 
and would have gone farther in the way of tariff 
reduction. The moral is plain. The interests of 
this province are linked with the fortunes of the 
King Government: aud the way to promote them 
is to provide an Alberta seat for Alberta’s cabinet 
representative and send a majority contingent of 
members to Ottawa to support his views and 
strengthen his influence.

A HEARTLESS LAW. 


Toronto Globe: 

A curious feature in the naturalization laws of Can- 
ada has recently been brought to light. It is a point 
that our representatives at Ottawa have overiogked. 
Yet it is a matter of considerable importance, not only 
fn individual cases, but to the public at large, and 
should he remedied at the next session of Parliament. 

According to our naturalization laws as they existed 
prior to the year 1919, a native-born Canadian who went 
abroad—iet us say, to the United States—-and hecame 
an American citizen, could, on his return to live in Can- 
ada, be restored to his Canadian citizenship after being 
in Canada for the short period of three months. That 
was a wise provision. It encouraged the prodigal son 
to return to the land of his birth But in the year 
1919 Parllament repealed the old law and enacted a 
new naturalization law, and omitted from it the threa 
months’ provision for returning Canadians. 

What is the result? A yative-born Canadian who 
has gone to the United Btates and become a citizen of 
that country is now, upon his return, treated like any 
other alien. The Canadian Governwent does not extend 
to him a welcome hand. He ts repulsed and told to 
stand in line with the aliens from all parta of tho 
world; he is told that he must walt five yeara before 
he can be received into citizenship and be called a 
Canadian onee more. For five years he must stand at 
the threshold. hat in hand, before he is permitted to 
enter the home of his father. For five years he must 
remain an outcast in his native land. He cannot vote: 
he cannot hoid any office; he is an outiaw. That is ao 
moat cruel, a most humiliating position in which to 
place a native son. 


COSTLY DINING CAR SERVICE. 
Toronto Globe: 

Complaint is made that dining cars are money- 
losers for the railways. A large railway in the Western 
States reports serving £13,000 meals last year, at an 
average cost to passengers of 89 cents, but at a cost to 
the company of $1.14, thus making a deficit of over 
$400,000. The expenses for wages. unkeep of ailiver. 
crockery and glassware, fuel for cooking, ice, water 
and food supplies, not to mention haulage of 2 heavy 
car, ran up the overhead to this high figure. The latust 
{atistics available to The Ratiway Age show a defici. 
averaging 26 cente per meal for all the railway dining 
care in the United States, 

Just how to make ends meet ja a puzzier. Tf prices 
are increased patronage is lessened by competition with 
the ratiways' own atation lunch counters or by the lunch 
earried from home hy the passengers if prices are 
reduced the deficit Is inereased. Something might be 
fone by simplifying the menu, by further merging of 
parlor and buffet eervice, or by developing the tdea of « 
‘club’ meal, that is, various set combinations of food 
et graded prices, which would lessen the amount of 
Individual conking and give a chance to reduce coat. 

The railways naturally hesitate to lower the standard 
of their meats, for in this field, as in other branches of 
the service, there is competition which patrona remem- 
ber, The “tired business man," of such precious mem- 
ory In the theatre, is no less important on the train, As 
he settles down to spend an hour in the diner his tastes 
and opinions must be considered. Part of the loss 
might be charged off to the cost of populerizing the

“Next to mother- 
hood,” said His Honor, “I think the 
noblest calling a woman can follow 
is that of nursing. 

National in nature and scope, and 
having for its aim the promotion of 
health as well as the care of the sick, 
Mre. N. A. Kilburn gave a resume 
of the history of the V.O.N. Associa- 
tion. She polmted out the influence of 
the Victorian Order Nurse in bind- 
ing the foreigner to his adopted 
country and assisting in the work of 
Canadlanization. The organization 
has some 162 branches extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific acd 
has a record of over 600,000 visits 
made annually, and some 64,000 pros- 
pective mothers schooled in mother- 
hood. 

r Nursing as an Education 

In speaking of nursing we are 
rather prone to regard it from the 
standpoint of an occupation, a highly 
respectable and rather altruistic means 
for a young woman to earn a Hveli- 
hood and become independent,” said 
Dr, Edgerton Pope, when addressing 
the meeting on nursing as ah educa- 
tion, “and while it does mean all of 
this, cuite apart from the occupational 
phase of this profession there is an- 
other asnect of the training that may 
well be given careful consideration by 
parents who are confronted with the 
eternal question, ‘What shall we do 
with our daughters?’ ”’ 

Pointing out the cultura! elements 
that exist in the study of nursing, Dr. 
Pope stated that a systematic study 
of Pnglish, chemistry, physics, mathe- 
matics, zoology, janguages and history 
is the basis of a high degree of culture 
and enables a candidate for nursing to 
express herself and her knowledge in 
good English and scientific language. 
As to the study of scientific subjects 
relating to health and disease, the es- 
sentially practical nature of these sub- 
jects and thelr intimate relationship 
with the daily life of every human 
being make them cultural in the 
broadest sense, while instruction in the 
principles and practice of medical and 
Surgical treatineat tend to give a 
young woman a more altruistic sense 
of her rélationship to the rest of hu- 
manity than any other occupation that 
can be mentioned, and nursing ethics 
or what may be termed the etiquette 
of the profeasion involves a high de- 
gree of poise based upon gentility and 
culture. The modern up-to-date hos- 
pital, said the speaker, demands of its 
personne! a dignified sense of propri- 
ety and poise without sacrificing the 
sense of humor. 

The principles of the prevention of 
disease and the preservation of health 
in the community learned by the 
nurse in truining increases her capac- 
ity for culture an hundredfold and en- 
hances enormously her efficiency as a 
wage-earner, as a wife, a mother and

as a woman and companion to mere 
man. 

The graduate nurse has a know 
ledge of institutional detail and ad 
ministration that makes her doubly 
valuable to q communtty = continued 
the speaker. Even though she select: 
to marry and sever herself from the 
nursing career, she te still one of the 
most eligible candidates for Roards 


and Directresses. Her intimate expert 
ence of practical institutional methods 
Places her at once in © position of in- 
fluence and authority. 

Oharity Work. 

A knowledge of the true signific- 
ance of charity is gained in the pro- 
cess of training, said Dr. Popo, the 
nurse develops a sense of discrimina- 
tion betweer true and false charity, 
between misplaced charity and chare 
ity founded on humane principles 
No matter what she elects as her fut- 
ure career she is a bulwark ef pro 
tection sgainst the abuses of charity 
that find their origin in supersenti- 
mental enthusiasts or in the over. 
weening desire of social argrandise- 
ment. In a word she knows the folly 
of pauperizing the people. 

Dealing with discipline In connec- 
tlon with nursit.e a8 an education, Dr. 
Pope emphasized the effects of un- 
discipline in tha present day life. The 
advent of the motor car and luxurious 
means of pleasure secking locomotion 
by young people whose accomplish. 
ments in the serious business of life 
are not such as to warrant or even 
justify such luxuries, has drawn the 
youth of today, said the speaker, pars 
ticularly those of tho well-to-do class- 
es, from the subtle Influence of the 
home fireside where formerly high 
principles of life were inculcated. So 
far as the daughters are concerned, 
he said, the course In nursing offers a 
particularly valuable safeguard for the 
formative period of character-build- 
ing. <A high sense of duty ts tncul- 
cated and ther is a regularity ifn 
work, food, sleep and recreation that 
makes for a sound mind in a sound 
body and lastly on esprit-de-corps 
that makeg for a levelling-up and not 
a levelling-down of conduct and 
manner; and contact with humans of 
all grades of life in euch wurround- 
ings endows a young woman with a 
worldly experience that instructs her 
well {In the gentle art of self-defence, 
yet it does not destroy her srymp.- 
thies. Finally the training Jends in 
ro small degree to the cultivation of 
that subtie, indefinable, {llimitable 
radiat'ng. distinctive, elevating, In 
spiring expression of culture—a wo- 
man’s charm.
